WASHINGTON « Federal prosecutors in 
Washington revealed Monday that they 
have arrested a 29-year-old woman and 
accused her of working as a covert Rus- 
sian agent, gathering intelligence on 
American officials and political organiza- 
tions through her gun-rights contacts. 
The announcement of the arrest of 
Maria Butina came just hours after Pres- 
ident Donald Trump met with Russian 
President Vladimir Putin and just days

CLAYTON e Ten Washington 
University students, all black 
and all incoming freshmen, 
were stopped by Clayton po- 
lice this month while walk- 
ing to a MetroLink stop from 
a late-night dinner and told 
they were suspected of leav- 
ing the IHOP restaurant with- 
out paying, university officials 
said. 

Even though some of the 
students had receipts showing 
they had paid for their meals, 
police made all of them walk 
three blocks back to the res- 
taurant, with six squad cars 
following them. At the restau- 
rant, the manager told officers 
the students were not those 
who had left without paying.

ST. LOUIS e Horse-drawn 
carriage companies say they 
won’t follow a new St. Louis 
rule that governs when the 
horses can work on hot days 
because it could put them out 
of business. 

The latest regulation, ad- 
opted last week, says that the 
horses can’t work for 24 hours 
if the National Weather Ser- 
vice has forecast St. Louis will 
reach 93 degrees or above that 
day. 

Before the change, the city 
said horses could work once 
the temperature dropped to 
92. Now, the forecast of 93
